Someone Supposed to Have Profited 
Lately by Capt. Kidd’s Operations. 
A tlantic City, N. J., Feb. 2.—Because 
somebody has been digging for buried 
trea su re aud is supposed to have car­ 
ried som ething away, there is excite­ 
m ent at Som m er Point, ten miles from 
this city. 
The searchers uncovered an 
artificial cavern n ea r the home of 
County Judge E. A. Higbee. 
It had 
been bricked up with walls more than 
two 
feet 
thick, 
which 
showed 
the 
g reatest care in construction. T he top 
was covered with slabs of red sand­ 
stone of a quality unknown in this lo­ 
cality. 
The bricks are of a style sim ­ 
ilar to those known 
to have been 
brought here from England in colonial 
days, and both stone and brick are so 
old that they crum ble to blows of picks 
used to discover the extent of the cave. 
T here are signs th a t the searchers 
a fte r digging for ten feet and finding 
an entrance to th e cavern, discovered 
a box or chest about six feet long and 
two feet wide, dragged it along the 
ground to a wagon and drove away 
with it. 
It Is believed th at this was 
done in the storm of Saturday night 
Mayor John Campbell said: 
“T he lo­ 
cation of the cave as well as Its con­ 
struction show that it has been there a 
century at least, and I firmly believe 
the people who did the digging recov­ 
ered som ething of value.’’ 
Residents have started on the work 
of digging out the entire interior of the 
cave in hope of finding more treasure, 
and Mayor Campbell is considering the 
sw earing in of special police to guard 
the spot to prevent carrying away of 
coin or valuables which m ay be found 
Somm ers Point has been the chosen 
spot for searchers in form er years for 
the Kidd treasure. 
The uncovering of 
the cave is expected to start another 
boom in the business of hunting pi 
ra te s’ loot.

If a transpar­ 
ent wall co u ld be u sed plants gro w­ 
ing o n bo th sides o f it wo u ld receive 
the benefit o f the su n’s ray s.

Counterfeit Antique* Openly M anu­ 
factured in Italy. 
Speaking 
of 
the manufacture of 
counterfeit paintings in Italy, a wait­ 
er in the National Review says that 
sometimes genuine old pictures are 
really discovered in peasants’ houses, 
but rarely in good condition. 
The peasants have a disastrous trick 
of rubbing pictures with onions 
to 
clean them. By so doing they take off 
not only the varnish, but the precious 
patina and certain colors, in many 
cases leaving only the mere gold back­ 
ground (supposing the picture is of 
that date) and the more deeply incised 
lines. 
These 
wrecks 
are 
eagerly 
bought for a trifle by art dealers, who 
employ skilled experts to restore or 
rather to remake them on the basis 
of the original outlines. 
Pictures of the early period with 
gold backgrounds and quaint drafts­ 
manship are regularly manufactured, 
especially at Siena, where the panels 
can be seen openly drying before the 
shop doors. Their foundation is a pan­ 
el properly worm eaten and chemical­ 
ly aged, painted on the gesso ground 
that was the basis for all pictures of 
that epoch and to which they owe 
their luminous qualities. 
Such pictures are often made up out 
of a number of really old but ruined 
pictures and are an ingenious puzzle 
that 
require 
dexterity, 
taste 
and 
knowiedge to construct.

regions and improved terminal facili­ 
ties are the chief reasons why the 
ports on the gulf are making such 
large gains in shipments as compared 
with those of the Atlantic coast.

Insurgents Put the Burden on the

Equally Reassuring Statement, After 


Which There Will Be Nothing to It 


but a Settling Down to Work on the 


Legislative Program. 


Washington, Feb. 2.—Both the reg- 
! ular majority members of the house 
and the insurgent Republicans are en- 
! deavoring to have President Taft line 
up on their particular side of the fence 
which separates them. The leaders of 
the insurgents have informed the pres- 
i ident that they represent the only real 
i friends that the administration pos 
sesses in the lower house of congress 
They have told him, too, that the op­ 
posite faction was conceived of the 
devil, and that he cannot possibly do 
any business by harnessing himself 
and the administration with that wing 
of the party. 
The regulars have told 
Mr. Taft that if it were not for the in­ 
surgents the administration program 
| would have summer sailing through 
the house. 
The insurgents until yesterday in­ 
sisted that they were with the presi- 
' dent but against the organization, the 
rules committee and other adjuncts to 
legislation which Mr. Cannon and his 
I friends control. The insurgents passed 
! the buck to the regulars late yesterday 
afternoon, however, when Representa- 
! tive Hayes of California, one of the 
I leaders of the anti-Cannonites, and 
Gardner of Massachusetts, who also 
leads at times, saw the president and 
told him that the time had arrived for 
all true insurgents to come to the aid 
of the administration. The two insur- j 
gent leaders and the president were 
pleased with the conference, and after 
it was over the White House issued j 
the following statement: 
“The presi- j 
dent this afternoon received a visit 
| from Messrs. Gardner and Hayes, who j 
I had been appointed to call on him as j 
a committee at a meeting of the so- 
called ‘insurgents’ of the house held 
| last 
night. 
Messrs, 
Gardner 
and 
' Hayes said that they called on behalf 
, of their associates to assure the presi­ 
dent of their good will toward him and 
their earnest desire to aid him in the 
passage of the postal savings bank 
bill, the conservation measures, the in­ 
junction bill and the interstate com­ 
merce bill recommended by him in con­ 
formity with the pledges of the Re­ 
publican party platform. 
The presi­ 
dent was much pleased with their as­ 
surances,” 
The insurgents’ meeting of Monday 
night was so unheralded and so mys­ 
terious that it was not until late yes­ 
terday afternoon that it leaked out at 
the capitol that here had been a gath­ 
ering of the anti-Cannon clan. 
The 
decision of the conference w as reached 
by unanimous vote and it w’as the 
sense of the meeting that Hayes and 
Gardner hurry to the White House to 
swear fealty to most of the adminis­ 
tration program, so that the president 
and the country might know that they 
were not attempting to hold up legis­ 
lation. 
Insurgent leaders rather feel 
that they had forced the hand of their 
regular brethren in legislation. 
It

Though the preparation and sale of 
dog flesh may be declared officially not 
to exist in France, the same cannot 
be said in regard to Germany, a Ber­ 
lin correspondent of the Paris edition 
of the New York Herald says. 
That 
the dog finds himself in various post 
mortem forms on the table of the Ger­ 
man gourmet is not to be denied, but 
the fact must be borne in mind that 
no misrepresentation is allowed by the 
German authorities. 
If it is dog it 
must be called dog, and not horse or 
canvasback duck. 
I have examined a 
few statistics and find that about 13-v 
000 horses are butchered for food an­ 
nually in the German empire. 
The 
corresponding figure for goats is 400,- 
000 and for dogs about 6,000. 
It is known that Germany produces 
the finest qualities of sausages known 
to the trade, and it is also known that 
cab horse and lost dog enter largely 
into the composition of the most ap­ 
petizing grades. The nicely rolled and 
spiced result of the 
sausagemaker’s 
art provides a very savory article of 
diet and the hungry restaurant cus­ 
tomer does not bother himself with the 
thought that at some previous time 
he may have rode behind it in a cab 
or kicked it in the street. 
The test for telling whether it is 
horse or dog, and which has become 
venerable as a German joke, is as fol­ 
lows: 
You cut the sausage in five or 
six little pieces and arrange the pieces 
4n a line, just like a line of cabs stand­ 
ing at a street station. 
Then you re­ 
move the piece at the head of the line 
and if the second piece moves forward 
to the place thus made vacant it is 
horse. 
While on the subject of dogs, I 
might mention 
the fact that dogs in 
Berlin do not enjoy such a gayety of 
existence as do those of Paris. 
The 
“Berliner hund” is no such royally 
privileged animal as his Parisian cous­ 
in. 
He is not allowed a seat at table 
with his master or mistress, as is the 
case in many Parisan restaurants. 
He 
enjoys no front stairway rights—he 
doesn’t care much, anyhow, as every 
Berlin apartment house has its “es- 
calier de service.” 
Still greater, however, is his chief 
hardship. 
He is obliged to wear a 
muzzle all the time. 
He may be as 
gentle as a \vhite rabbit, or he may 
be as handsome as an oil painting, 
but the 
public is always 
protected 
against his possible 
fury, 
and his 
beauty is always hidden behind ’cather 
straps. 
Worst of all, he cannot "get 
a t” any other dog. 
He sees innumer­ 
able chances for a first class fight, 
but can do nothing but growl. 
When 
visitors arrive in Berlin and see all the 
nice dogs wearing muzzles, they are 


inclined to say: 
“What a pity!” but 
their German friends reply, "It is the 
law.” and there is nothing more to be 
said.

Thousands

farm ers 
have settled in the above mentioned 
provinces during the past year; men 
who know the West and its possibili­ 
ties, and who also know, perhaps bet­ 
ter than any other people, the 
best 
methods for profitable farming. 
President 
Taft 
said 
recently, 
in 
■peaking of Canada: 
“ We have been going ahead so rap­ 
idly in our own country that our heads 
have been somewhat swelled with the 
Idea that we 
are 
carrying 
on 
our 
shoulders all the progress there is in 
the 
world. 
We have not been con­ 
scious that there is on the north a 
young country and a young 
nation 
th a t is looking forward, as 
it 
well 
may, to a great national future. They 
have 7,000,000 people, but the country 
is still hardly scratched.” 
Jam es J. Hill, speaking before the 
Canadian Club of W innipeg a few days 
ago, said: 
‘‘I go back for 83 years, when I 
came west from Canada. At th at time 
Canada had no Northwest. 
A young 
boy or man who desired to carve his 
own way had to cross the line, and to­ 
day it may surprise you—one out of 
every five children born in Canada 
lives in the United States. 
Now you 
ere playing the return match, and the 
N orthw est is getting people from the 
United 
States 
very 
rapidly. 
We 
brought IOO land-seekers, mainly from 
Iowa and Southern 
Minnesota, 
last 
night, out of St. Paul, going to the 
Northwest. 
Now, these 
people have 
ell the way from five, ten to twenty 
thousand dollars each, and they will 
m ake as much progress on the land in 
one year as any one man coming from 
th e Continent of Europe can make, 
doing the best he can do, in ten, fif­ 
teen or twenty years.” 
It is evident from the welcome given 
Am erican settlers in Canada that the 
C anadian 
people 
appreciate 
th e m .! 
W riting 
from Southern Alberta re­ 
cently, an American farm er says: 
“ We are giving them some new ideas 
about being good farmers, and they 
are giving us some new ideas about 
being good citizens. They have a law 
against taking liquor into the Indian 
reservation. 
One of our fellows was 
caught on a reservation with a bottle 
on him, and it cost him $50. 
One of 
the Canadian mounted 
police 
found 
bim, and let me tell you, they find 
everyone who tries to go up against 
the laws of the country. 
On Saturday night every bar-room 
Is closed at exactly 7 o’clock. 
Why? 
Because it is the law, and it’s 
the 
sam e with every 
other 
law. 
There 
isn ’t a bad man in the whole district, 
and a woman can come home from 
town to the farm at m idnight, if she 
w ants to, alone. 
T h at’s Canada’s idea 
how to run a frontier; they have cer­ 
tainly taught us a lot. 
On the other hand, we are running 
their farm s for them better than any 
other class of farmers. 
I guess I can 
say this w ithout boasting, 
and 
the 
Canadians appreciate us. 
We 
turn 
out to celebrate Dominion Day; they 
are glad to have us help to farm the 


country; they know how 
we know how to work.” 
Another 
farmer, 
fro -1 
Minnesota, 
who settled in Central Saskatchewan 
some years ago, has the following to 
say about the country: 
‘‘My wife and I hav* 
done well 
enough since we came from the States; 
we can live, anyway. 
We came in the 
spring of 1901, with the first carload 
of settlers’ effects unloaded in these 
parts, and built the first shanty be­ 
tween Saskatoon and Lumsden. 
We 
brought with our car of settlers’ ef­ 
fects the sum of $1,800 in 
a s h , to­ 
day we are worth $40,000. VV* ‘proved 
up’ one of the finest farms ir Western 
Canada, and bought 320 aci«s at $3 
per acre. 
We took good crops off the 
land for four years, at the m d of 
which we had $8,000 worth 
'st im 
provements in the way of buddings, 
etc., and had planted three acres of 
trees. 
Two years ago we got -ach a 
good offer that we sold our land at $45 
per acre. 
From the above yow will 
see th at we have not done badly •mc© 
our arrival.” 
Prof. Thomas Shaw, of 
St. Paul, 
Minnesota, with a number of other 
well known editors of American farm 
journals, toured W estern Canada re­ 
cently, and in an interview at Winnl 
peg.8aid, in part: 
“ W ith regard to the settlem ent of 
the West I should say that it is only 
well begun. 
I have estim ated th at 
in Manitoba one-tenth of 
the land 
had 
been 
broken, 
in 
Saskatchewan 
one-thirtieth, and in Alberta, one-hun­ 
dred and seventy-fifth. 
I am satisfied 
that in all three provinces grain can 
be grown successfully up to the six 
tieth parallel, and in 
the 
years 
to 
come your vacant lands will be taken 
at a rate of which you have at present 
no conception. We have enough people 
in the United States alone, who want 
homes, to take up this land. 
W hat you m ust do in W estern Can­ 
ada is to raise more live stock. 
When 
you are doing w hat you ought to do 
in this regard the land which is now 
selling for $20 an acre will be worth 
from $50 to $100 per acre. 
It is as 
good land as that which is selling for 
more than $100 per acre' in the corn 
belt. 
I would sooner raise cattle in West­ 
ern Canada than in the corn belt of 
the United States. 
You can get your 
food cheaper and the climate is bet­ 
te r for the purpose. 
We have a bet­ 
ter m arket, but your m arket will im ­ 
prove faster than your farm ers will 
produce the supplies. 
W inter wheat 
can be grown in one-half of the coun­ 
try through which I have passed, and 
alfalfa and one of the varieties of 
clover in three-fourths of 
it. 
The 
farm ers do not believe this, but it is 
true.” 
Keeping pace with wheat production, 
the growth of railways has been quite 
as wonderful, and the whole country, 
from W innipeg to the Rocky Moun­ 
tains, will 
soon 
be a net work of 
tru n k and branch lines. 
Three great 
transcontinental lines are pushing con­ 
struction in every direction, and at 
each siding the grain elevator is to bs 
found. 
Manitoba being the first set­ 
tled province, has now an elevator ca­ 
pacity of upwards of 25,000,000 bush­ 
els; Saskatchewan, 20,000,000, and Al­ 
berta about 7,000,000, while the ca­ 
pacity of elevators at Fort William 
and Port A rthur on the Great Lakes, 
is upwards of 20,000,000 more. 
W ithin the provinces of Manitoba 
Saskatchewan and Alberta there are 
flour and oatmeal mills with a com 
bined capacity of 25,000 barrels per 
jday, and situated along some famous 
w ater powers in New Ontario, there 
are larger mills than will be found 
anyw here in the prairie provinces 
Last year the wheat crop totalled 
over 100,000,000 bushels. 
This year 
the crop will yield 30,000,000 more 
A recent sum m ary shows that on the 
1st of January, 1909, tty? 
surveyed 
lands of the three western provinces 
totalled 134,000,000 acres, of 
which 
about 32,000,000 have been given as 
subsidies to railways, 11,000,000 dis­ 
posed of in other ways, and 38,000,000 
given by the Canadian government as 
free homesteads, being 236,000 home 
steads of 160 acres each. 
Of 
this 
enornlous territory, there is probably 
under crop at the present tim e less 
than 11,000,000 acres; 
w hat the re 
suits will be when wide awake set 
tiers have taken advantage of Canada’s 
offer and are cultivating the fertile 
prairie lands one can scarcely imagine.

Washington, Feb. 2.—It is expected 
that w'hen the joint congressional com­ 
mittee which is investigating the alle­ 
gations against the conduct of Secre­ 
tary of the Interior Ballinger meets on 
Friday, Mr. Ballinger will be repre­ 
sented by counsel. 
Mr. Glavis and Mr. Pinchot are rep­ 
resented by able lawyers and the ex­ 
amination in chief of Mr. Glavis was 
conducted by one of his own attorneys.

job to several men who refused to take 
it.
